nFTIETH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  POWERED  FLIGHT 
November  Events 

Nov.  13,  1907 — Paul  Comu  mode  the  first  free  flight  In 
a helicopter  ol  his  own  design  at  Ltsieux,  France.  The  Comu 
helicopter  had  two  propellers  attached  to  on  Antoinette  24 
hp  motor  and  was  equipped  with  two  stabilizing  wings.  The 
weight  of  the  Comu  helicopter  was  260  kilos  and  Ihe  first 
flight  reached  on  altitude  of  30  centimeters. 

Nov.  28,  1908 — First  trials  of  the  Loon,  seaplane,  on  Lake 
Keuka.  N.  S..  by  J.  A.  D.  McCurdy  represented  by  inception 
of  water  flying  In  Amenca.  The  Loon  was  not  successful. 

Nov.  9.  1909 — Lt.  George  C.  Sweet,  USN.  the  ilrst  Navy 
otilcer  to  fly.  was  taken  as  a passenger  in  the  first  Army 
Wright  airplane. 

Nov.  14,  1910 — First  battleship  airplane  takeoff  made  by 
Eugene  Ely  from  the  USS  Birmingham  anchored  in  Hampton 
Roads.  Va. 

Nov.  30,  1913 — First  known  aerial  combat,  between  Phil 
Rader,  flying  for  Huerta,  and  Dean  Ivan  Lamb,  with  Car- 
ranza. over  Naco,  Mexico— no  exact  date  known,  though 
probably  in  late  November  or  early  December,  1913. 

Nov.  27,  1917 — Brig.  Gen.  B.  D.  Foulois,  S.  C.  made 
Chief  of  Air  Service,  AEF. 


29TH  AIR  DIVISION  COMMAND  AIRCRAFT 
CONTROL  CONFERENCE 

The  29lh  Division  ol  the  Air  Division  Command  has  the 
responsibility  for  the  defense  against  attack  by  enemy  air- 
craft of  Ihe  stales  of  Montana,  North  Dakota,  ^uth  Dakota, 
Wyoming  and  Nebraska.  The  29th  Air  Division  is  under 
the  command  of  General  James  O.  Guthrie  with  headquar- 
ters located  at  the  Great  Falls  Air  Force  Base. 

Genera!  Guthrie  has  Invited  the  state  directors  of  civil 
defense  and  the  stale  directors  of  aeronautics  of  the  obove 
listed  slates,  together  with  the  aviation  area  chiefs  in  Mon- 
tana lo  a clinic  which  will  be  held  at  the  29th  Division  head- 
quarters on  December  lOlh  and  11th,  1953. 

The  agendo  will  Include  a brieling  by  CAA  represent- 
atives on  Ihe  fan-out  procedure  (or  Ihe  control  of  the  opera- 
tion of  civilian  aircraft  in  case  of  national  emergency  and  a 
review  of  the  plans  for  the  use  of  civilian  aircraft  in  civil 
defense  work 

The  program  will  include  a dinner  address  by  Gover- 
nor Aronson,  followed  by  a speaker  from  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  who  will  cover  the  subject  of  atomic  warfare 
and  civil  defense. 

General  Guthrie  has  asked  that  it  be  emphasized  that 
he,  as  a former  civilian  pilot,  recognizes  Ihe  value  and  Im- 
portance of  the  operation  ol  private  and  commercial  oircrall 
to  Ihe  needs  and  economy  ol  the  people  in  (he  area  under 
his  iunsdicllon.  He  also  staled  that  civilian  alrcroil  would 
be  a needed  and  valuable  aid  lo  defense  operations  follow- 
ing on  enemy  attack

Price  ol  Ihe  200-page  manual  is  $1.75  domestic:  S2.25 
foreign  This  includes  supplements  which  will  be  mailed 
to  Ihe  purchaser  as  they  are  Issued. 

The  manual  serves  os  a textbook  and  reference  volume 
on  methods  of  aircraft  repair  and  alteration  which  hove 
proved  satisfactory.  A large  number  of  illustrations  are 
included. 


CANADA  ASKED  TO  LIFT  TAX  ON  AIRCHAFT 
AND  PARTS 

Canada’s  Air  Industries  and  Transport  Association  has 
asked  the  Chadian  government  lo  abolish  the  10%  soles 
lax  on  all  aircraft  and  aircraft  parts  purchased  by  Canadian 
operators.  Under  present  regulations,  only  aircrait  for  use 
entirely  on  intemalional  operations  are  exempted  from  the 
lax.  Operators  of  helicopters  are  particularly  cdlecled  by 
Ihe  tox  problem  since  insurance  rotes,  taking  into  account 
deductibles,  represent  about  35%  of  the  capitol  cost.  Be- 
cause these  rates  are  computed  on  a cost-plus-tax  basis,  the 
(ax  is  in  effect  repoid  every  three  years  through  Insurance 
premiums,— Am.  Avn.  Dally 


HORSE  TRADING 

A recent  notice  from  Dan  Moran,  CAA  Aviation  Safety 
Agent,  advises  that  Incidents  have  occurred  wherein  pur- 
chosers  oi  fabric  covered  aircraft  which  have  been  recently 
certificated  hove  found  that  the  airworthiness  certificate  was 
meaningless  In  view  oi  the  fact  that  fabric  had  not  been 
tested  with  a fabric  tester. 

It  is  suggested  that  If  you  contemplate  purchasing  a 
used  airplane  ol  this  type  you  insist  on  having  the  fabric 
tested  to  be  sure  that  It  meets  Ihe  minimum  CAA  strength 
requlremenls, 


PILOT  REGISTRATION 

Pilot  regislrolion  forms  for  1954  ore  being  distributed  to 
oil  commencol  High*  ororotors  In  Montano.  Attention  is 
Invited  to  the  requirement  lor  annual  registration  of  pilots 
In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  Montana  and  the  regulations 
of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission.  It  may  be  noted 
that  the  pilot  identification  cord  issued  os  evidence  of  reg- 
istration expires  on  December  31st.  1953. 

The  registration  requirement  includes  registration  with 
the  office  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  of  all 
certificated  pilots  other  than  those  holding  an  Airline  Trans- 
port pilot  certificate  engaged  only  in  interstate  airline  op- 
erations. The  registration  requirements  include  pilots  hold- 
ing a student  permit  which  is  a pilot  certificate. 

All  currently  registered  pilots  in  Montana  receive  the 
Newsletter  published  monthly  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission. 

It  Is  important  lo  the  aviation  industry  that  you  keep 
your  registration  current  as  the  number  of  pilots  registered 
under  the  vorious  categories  listed  on  the  registration  form 
gives  supporting  justification  for  further  development  or  con- 
tinuance of  many  avlollon  activities  and  facilities.  This  is 
particularly  true  at  this  time  with  the  notional  trend  towards 
slate  rights  and  state  support  of  airport  development  and 
airway  facilities. 


BUSINESS  FLYING  INCREASES.  CAA  SURVEY  SHOWS 

Business,  agricultural  and  industrial  flying  Increos^ 
during  1953.  while  inslruclionol  and  pleasure  flying  dropped, 
according  lo  a survey  just  completed  by  the  Civil  Aeronau- 
tics Administration,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Total  business  flying  was  3.124.000  hours,  an  increase 
of  SIX  percent  over  1951.  It  is  the  leading  form  of  nonoir- 
lin©  flying,  accounting  for  38.2  percent  of  nil  general  ovin- 
tion  activity  In  1952. 

For  Ihe  first  time,  busines  flying  was  broken  down  be- 
tween that  done  by  companies — amount  to  2,125  hours- 
and  that  done  by  individuals — 999.000  hours. 

Next  largest  category,  pleasure  flying,  totaled  1,629,000 
hours  off  13.4  percent  from  1951.  It  thus  outranked  instruc- 
tional flying,  which  fell  from  1,902.000  hours  in  1951  lo  1,503.- 
000  hours  in  1952. 

Commericol  agricultural  activities,  such  as  dusting  and 
spraying,  were  up  3.2  percent,  for  a total  of  707,000  hours. 
About  equal  in  volume,  with  703,000  hours,  was  passenger 
and  cargo  carrying  for  hire,  including  that  done  by  fixed 
base  operators  and  irregular  service  carriers,  but  not  mili- 
tary contract  flying.  For-hire  activity  was  up  6.8  percent. 

Industrial  Hying,  such  as  pipe  line  patrol,  surveying  and 
aerial  advertising,  gamed  31.5  percent,  reaching  a total  of 
317,000  hours. 

The  totals  are  derived  from  a mail  and  interview  sur- 
vey of  the  owners  of  7.000  aircraft.  Detailed  analysis  of  the 
findings  will  be  published  later  In  a booklet  on  "'Aircraft 
Use  in  1952"'

SERVICE  IN  MONTANA 

A letter  from  Carl  B.  Smith,  Director  ol  Transportation 
and  Communications  oi  the  Defense  Department,  has  slated 
m a recent  letter  to  Senator  Mansfield  of  Montana  that  the 
Department  of  Defense  concurrs  In  Ihe  slatemenl  oi  General 
Guthrie  on  Ihe  value  oi  the  feeder  airline  service  in  northern 
Monl<ma  to  the  defense  operations  oi  the  Air  Force.  The 
letter  lo  Senator  Mansfield  staled,  os  follows: 

"'Please  be  advised  that  the  Air  Force  has  the  primary 
interest  In  this  application  and  the  position  taken  by  that  de- 
partment reflects  the  position  oi  the  Department  ol  Defense.

Price  of  each  Boeing  B-52  production  model,  the  priority 
bomber  for  the  Air  Force's  future  strategic  plans,  will  run 
about  $3,600,000  AF  Assistant  Secretory  Roger  Lewis  Indi- 
cated Saturday  in  a speech  dedicating  Anchorage.  Alaska, 
International  Airport.  Lewis  mentioned  that  the  U.  S.  paid 
Russia  $7,200,000  for  Alaska  in  1867,  adding  that  the  figure 
"will  just  about  buy  us  two  Boeing  B-$2’s  when  they  get  into 
mass  production." 

The  first  four  B-52‘s  of  which  two  now  are  flying,  will 
cost  about  $20,000,000  each,  however,  due  to  design  develop- 
ment, tooling,  and  olher  initial  charges.  AF  esllmate  of  the 
pricelag  on  each  Convolr  B-36.  only  presently  operalionol 
heavy  bomber,  is  about  S3.S00.000.

AVIATION  EDUCATION  AND  THE  AMERICAN 
WAY  OF  LIFE

The  airplane  has  forced  upon  our  Nation  the  challenge 
of  a great  new  frontier  and  the  fu1\ne  of  the  United  States 
depends  upon  whether  or  not  we  still  contain  enough  of  the 
spirit  and  purpose  of  our  forefathers  to  accept  that  challenge 
and  to  extend  to  our  new  neighbors  the  American  way  of 
life.  Their  destiny  has  become  the  determining  factor  in  our 
future  security  since  air  transportation  has  brought  us  with- 
in a few  hours  of  each  other. 

The  American  way  of  life  was  developed  on  the  fron- 
tier. Our  forefathers  came  to  this  country  because  personal 
freedom,  freedom  to  speak,  to  think,  to  worship,  and  (roh 
schools  for  their  children  meant  more  than  security,  family. 
and  homeland.  They  spoke  various  ianguages.  they  wor- 
shipped  God  in  accordance  with  many  creeds  and  their  so- 
cial customs  were  as  varied  as  those  oi  our  new  neighbors 
today.  Yet,  as  they  moved  westward  along  the  Cumbe^ 
land  Road,  the  Santa  Fe  Troll  or  over  old  South  Pass  they 
held  certain  purposes  in  common.  They  kept  their  powder 
dry  that  they  might  protect  themselves  against  any  opposi- 
tion to  the  freedom  which  they  held  poiomount.  As  they 
established  farm  homes,  villages  and  factories,  each  new 
frontier  became  more  democratic  than  the  last  until  certain 
principles  of  democracy  were  forced  back  upon  the  earlier 
settlement  of  the  eastern  colonies. 

Each  frontiersman  sought  to  build  not  only  that  he,  but 
also  his  children  and  his  children's  children,  might  have  the 
social,  political,  and  economic  advantages  of  a democratic 
society.  He  realized  that  this  could  not  be  done  unless  his 
neightors  also  were  free.  The  freedom  of  the  indlviduol  be- 
came the  basic  factor  in  the  American  way  of  life. 

These  new  neighbors  of  ours  do  not  all  entoy  or  fully 
understand  our  way  ol  life.  Many  of  their  leaders,  because 
of  greed  and  desire  (or  power,  are  doing  all  they  con  to 
poison  their  minds  ogoinst  us — to  keep  them  confused  and 
divided  so  Oiat  they  may  be  ruled  as  slaves. 

Agoin  it  is  the  old  conflict  between  two  philosophies  ol 
government.  One  believes  that  a government  is  the  servant 
of  its  people  while  the  other  decrees  that  the  people  are  the 
servants  of  the  government.  In  the  latter  case,  government 
means  a gong  ol  onogont  greedy  men  who  are  able  to  con- 
trol through  fear  and  dlssolullonment.  This  political  conflict 
Is  as  old  as  history  and  the  democratic  group  has  always 
been  in  the  minority  . . . why?  Because  (reborn  is  some- 
thing that  belongs  only  to  people  who  understand  it  and 
pnze  it  highly  enough  to  pay  the  price  lor  it.  Freedom  has 
not  been  cheap  nor  will  11  be  so  in  the  future. 

Anarchy  cannot  let  democracy  rest  lest  it  weaken  the 
position  of  anarchy.  So  long  os  it  exists,  free  men  shall 
have  to  fight  to  malnlain  their  freedom. 

The  development  of  Air  Travel  has  intensified  this  c8IF 
fllct  between  democracy  and  the  slave  governments  be- 
cause it  has  brought  all  people  to  our  frontier.  In  time  travel, 
we  are  now  only  a lew  hours  away  from  the  once-remote 
peoples  of  the  world.  The  Airplane  has  created  a greater 
frontier  than  all  other  modes  of  travel  put  together.

CAA  TO  INVESHGATE  ACCIDENTS  OF 
LIGHTER  AIRCRAFT 

CAB  todoy  delegated  authority  to  the  Civil  Aeronau- 
tics Administrator  to  conduct  investigations  of  accidents  in- 
volving oircralt  of  12.500  pounds  and  under.  The  change, 
which  vrill  become  effective  January  I,  1954,  also  authorizes 
C^  to  issue  necessary  reports  of  its  findings. 

However,  no  hearings  will  be  conducted  by  CAA.  If 
hearings  axe  found  to  be  necessary,  CAB  will  take  over.  The 
Boord  retains  its  lurisdicllon  over  accident  investigation  in- 
volving helicopters  and  small  aircraft  operated  by  certifi- 
cated Alaskan  carriers. 

CAS  indieotedThe  move-woe  to  elimuKito 
functions.  CAA  currently  looks  into  small  aircraft  accidents 
to  determine  possible  violations  of  Civil  Air  Regulations.
